Russian Plan Rejected 
By West Which Offers

GENEVA Ut) — Russia and the 
Western powers clashed in the Big 
Four foreign ministers meeting to­ 
day with apparently irreconcilable 
plans for European security. 
The United States, Britain and 
France got in first, presenting 
to Soviet Foreign Minister V.M. 
Molotov a nine-point “treaty of 
assurance on the reunification of 
Germany.” 
It would become fully effective 
only if East and West Germany 
were united and the new Germany 
became a member of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Alliance. 
Molotov responded 
with a 
15- 
point proposal for a European se­ 
curity treaty, delaying German un­ 
ification indefinitely.

Soviet program the North Atlan­ 
tic Alliance would be destroyed,

Stir Up Cincy 


-Controversy 


Merchants At Odds 
Over Use Of Plan 
To Promote Sales 


CINCINNATI (if) — Little stamp s 
can cau se big controv ersies. 
The British Stamp Act of 176 5 
stirred u p the American colonists. 
And while no rev olu tion will ensu e, 
.^stam p s are the cau se of a big bat­ 
tle today among Cincinnati m er­ 
chants. 
The iight started when two large 
chains, the Kroger Co. and Albers 
Su p er Markets, adop ted the tactic 
of trading stamp s. These are com- 
' mon in some Ohio cities and in 
other p arts of the cou ntry , bu t it 
was the first m ajor inv asion of 
stamp p lans in Cincinnati. 
A hou sewife gets a trading stamp 
Iffor ev ery IO cents she sp ends in 
the store. She p astes them in a 
book and ex changes one or sev ­ 
eral books for silv erware, electri­ 
cal 
ap p liances, 
lu ggage, 
lamp s, 
sp orting 
eq u ip ment, 
toy s, 
hard­ 
ware or clocks. 
Kroger and Albers officials say 
there is no increase in food p rices 
becau se of the trading stamp s. 
They contend the added bu siness 
Akhey receiv e as a resu lt of the 
S ta m p s more than comp ensates for 
the cost. 
Indep endent grocers and other 
chains scoff at that claim. They 
say the cost of the p remiu ms is 
added to the p rice the hou sewfe 
p ay s fo rher coffee and tomato 
ju ice. 
One chain challenged the stamp 
p lans 
with 
the 
adv ertisement, 
“ Sav e dollars instead of stamp s at 
/ 
hriftway .” 
Kroger’s Top Valu e stamp p lan 
adv ertised for other merchants to 
sign u p : 
“ Merchants! You , too, 
can get new cu stomers! Make new 
friends 
by 
giv ing 
Top 
Valu e 
stam p s.” Each stamp p lan say s it 
is better. 
The food chains p u rchase the 
stamp s from the trade stamp com­ 
p any at a p rice which cov ers the 
cost of the gifts, the p rinting of 
.stam p s, stam p books 
and 
cata­ 
lo g u e s and the setting u p of m er­ 
chandise stores. 
The Cincinnati Retail Grocers & 
Meat Dealers Assn. said an ov er­ 
whelming majority of its members 
are op p osed to the u se of stamp 
p lans to p romote trade. It warned 
the p u blic: 
“Stamp s are not ‘free.* They 
cost a lot of money . So do cata­ 
logu es, window7 signs, circu lars, ra- 
_dio and TV and other forms of ad- 
^v ertising u sed to p romote stamp 
p lans.* 
“ When p remiu ms are handled o n j 
su ch a mass scale, they ru n into 
millions 
of dollars, 
which 
cost 
mu st be p assed on to the con­ 
su mer. 
“This is tru e becau se margins 
of p rofit are lower today in th r 
retail food bu siness than at any 
time since the dep ression. . .”

NEW YORK tffv —Arthu r H. Dean, 
former U. S. am bassador to Korea, 
annou nced he has resigned as a 
director of the Fu nd For the Re­ 
p u blic for “p olicy reasons.” 
Asked if this meant he was q u it­ 
ting becau se of the organization’s 
p olicies, Dean said, “ y es.” He de­ 
clined to go into details. 
The fu nd, an indep endent fou nda­ 
tion set u p to p romote the p rin­ 
cip les of the Constitu tion, Bill of 
Rights and Declaration of Inde­ 
p endence, has been accu sed by 
some g rou p ie! left-wing activ ities. 
Dean, a corp oration lawy er and 
head of the United Nations tru ce 
team that negotiated the p eace 
term s in Korea, said he resigned 
Sep t. 27 as a m em ber of the fu nd’s 
16 -member board of directors. 
He said he did not wrant to dis­ 
cu ss sp ecific reasons, and referred 
fu rther inq u iries to Pau l G. Hoff­ 
man, former Economic Administra­ 
tor of Coop eration Administration 
and now chairm an of the fu nd’s 
board.

The Fu nd For the Rep u blic has 
stated as it aims the p rotection 
of civ il liberties — “ elimination of 
restrictions on freedom of thou ght 
and inq u iry and the dev elop ment of 
p olicies and p rocedu res to p rotect 
these rights.”

And any agreement on disarm­ 
ament at the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ meeting, which began 
yesterday in Geneva, has a splen 
did chance of getting nowhere. A 
look at the problem shows why. 
For years the United States has 
said that before this country woiild 
agree 
to 
disarm—which 
would 
mean getting rid of the atomic 
weapons on which it had spent so 
^much time and cash—there would 
have to be this kind of agreement: 
Before any disarmament the big 
powers must agree on a foolproof 
system 
of 
checking to prevent 
cheating. This country backed the 
idea of international teams of in­ 
spectors free to roam around in­ 
side the territory of the big pow­ 
ers. 
The Russians wouldn’t buy. They 
traditionally had refused to let out­ 
r id e r s poke around inside Russia. 
Then last May, no doubt as part 
of their so-called new look, they 
agreed to inspection but in a very 
limited way. 
They suggested international in­ 
spectors be stationed only at air­ 
fields, railheads and harbors. That 
left a lot of territory uninspected. 
The United States wouldn’t buy. 
Then in July at Geneva, Eisen­ 
hower offered his suggestion. After 
4 many weeks the Russians insisted 
they wanted Eisenhower to accept 
their idea of limited ground inspec­ 
tors. 
Eisenhower 
replied 
in effect: 
“All right, if it’ll make you happy, 
I’ll agree on limited inspection. 
But I want you to. agree on the 
aerial inspection too. How about 
it?” 
So far—no answer from the Rus­ 
sians. But there is a point which

country 
hasn’t cleared up at all. The Pres­ 
ident had spoken of aerial inspec­ 
tion only over each other’s terri­ 
tory. 
He didn’t say anything about 
letting the Russians inspect Amer­ 
ican overseas bases inside coun­ 
tries friendly to this country.

DR. PHOG ALLEN, v eteran Univ ersity 
o f Kansas basketball co ach who se v o lum­ 
ino us o bserv atio ns are alway s newswo r­ 
thy , say s the sy stem o f co llegiate athletics 
needs a czar, ev en if he co sts $100,000 a 
y ear, to clean ho use and fo rce the co lleges 
to o bey the rules o n athlete recruiting and 
pay . 
With alumni and o thers demanding v ic­ 
to ries, and suppo rting their demands with 
substantial amo unts o f mo ney , the pro fes­ 
sio nal games are cleaner than the co llege 
games, say s Pho g. The co lleges no t o nly 
pay bo ard, ro o m and tuitio n but hand o ut 
fo lding mo ney and o ther inducements such 
as mo to rcars.

TO WIPE OUT WAR 
THE UNITED STATES is recalling so me 
o f its mo st pro minent leaders and hero es 
o f Wo rld War II to “ activ e duty .” But this 
time they will be put to wo rk dev ising 
way s to eliminate the need fo r war hero es 
in the future. 
Such war leaders as Lt. Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith, Gen. James H. Do o little, 
Gen. Lucian K. Trusco tt and civ ilian fig­ 
ures such as Benjamin Fairless and Dr. 
Ernest O. Lawrence has been enlisted to 
study metho ds o f internatio nal arms co n­ 
tro l. 
Who kno ws better the need fo r disarma­ 
ment, the ho rrible results o f armament 
races, then the men who had much to do 
with fighting past wars? 
Old warrio rs who hav e left lo v ed co m­ 
rades dead o n the field o f battle and lead­ 
ers who hav e had the awful respo nsibility 
o f o rdering bo y s into co mbat kno w the fu­ 
tility o f wars. 
The o bligatio n o f tho se who shared the 
burdens o f wartime leadership is to try ev ­ 
ery reaso nable means to make mankind 
see the senselessness o f war. A ho peful 
sign if the caliber o f men who are accept­ 
ing po sts in this pro gram. 


INADEQUATE BRAKES 
SEVERAL instances recently in which 
trucks, careening do wn steep h i l l s o r 
mo untainsides, their brakes o ut o f co ntro l, 
left dead § tnd injured and eno rmo us pro p­ 
erty damage in their wake, hav e resulted in 
demands that behemo ths o f the highway s 
be equipped with dual brake sy stems. 
It is o bv io us that dependence o n o ne set 
o f brakes is dangero us when v ehicles are 
hauling lo ads o f 2 5 to ns o r mo re and are in 
co nstant use day and night. Two independ­ 
ent sets o f brakes wo uld minimize t h e 
danger o f runaway trucks, but o nly — as 
o ne trucking o fficial po ints o ut — if they 
are pro perly serv iced. 


When the Russians speak o f disarma­ 
ment, they do no t say that immediately af 
ter Wo rld War II, between 19 4 5 -8 , the Unit­ 
ed States disarmed and practically dis 
mantled its military fo rces. Fro m 19 4 5 to 
19 5 5 , So v iet Russia increased its military 
establishments and tho se o f its satellites. 
The o utcry fo r disarmament therefo re has 
an o v erto ne o f deceptio n which sho uld no t 
be igno red. 
There are, o f co urse, two pro cesses o f 
disarmament. Under o ne, a co untry unilat­ 
erally do es what it cho o ses to do . That is 
what the United States did between 19 4 5 
and 19 4 8 . It wanted to get the bo y s ho me 
befo re the 19 4 8 electio n and o ur Go v ern­ 
ment did precisely that, altho ugh it sho ws 
up no w to hav e been an erro r o f judgment. 
The o ther pro cess to ward disarmament 
is by agreement. Ev ery practical pro po sal 
in that directio n has been wrecked by So ­ 
v iet Russia. Disarmament by agreement, 
under present co nditio ns, must include in 
spectio n and co ntro l and this the Russians 
hav e rejected. 
Fo r IO y ears, this subject has been dis­ 
cussed with regard to co nv entio nal and un­ 
co nv entio nal means o f war. Agreement 
co uld pro bably be reached as to co nv ert 
tio nal means o f war because neither side 
really believ es that infantry o r battleships 
will be used in Wo rld War III. The fo o t-so l- 
dier’s day is abo ut as far go ne as t h e 
lancer’s and the battleship is a sitting-duck 
fo r the jet-fighter. So , o n this s u b j e c t , 
namely the subject o f o bso lete weapo ns 
and metho ds, there pro bably co uld be an 
agreement. 
When it co mes to ato m and hy dro gen 
bo mbs, guided m issiles, atmo sphere plat­ 
fo rms, schno rkel and ato mic submarines, 
no t to mentio n unmentio nable weapo ns no t 
y et repo rted, little agreement seem s po s­ 
sible. 
President Eisenho wer’s dramatic 
pro po sal fo r mutual inspectio n fro m t h e 
air wo uld disclo se v ery little. The Russian 
co unter-pro po sal o f “ co ntro l po sts” wo uld 
disclo se less, because what is secret is hid­ 
den undergro und and is fed with secrecy . 
Yet this also must be said: neither side 
wants Wo rld War III o r dares risk hav ing 
such a war with the weapo ns that will be 
used in it. Therefo re it is o bv io us that at 
this mo ment bo th sides wo uld like to call a 
halt to the sto ckpiling o f weapo ns which 
beco me o bso lete the m o m e n t they are 
made and which are co nsuming the eco no ­ 
mies o f bo th co untries. 
As lo ng as So v iet Russia believ ed that 
preparatio n fo r Wo rld War III wo uld bring 
the United States to bankruptcy , the arma­ 
ment race was so und fro m a R u s s i a n 
standpo int because it co uld enco mpass the 
defeat o f the United States witho ut war. 
But the United States has no t go ne bank­ 
rupt; at wo rst, it has suffered an inflatio n 
o f between three and fo ur percent a y ear. 
The inflatio n has no t been destructiv e. 
In fact, the United States is enjo y ing a 
pro sperity part o f which is due to war ex ­ 
penditures. Such a pro sperity , while no t 
so und eco no mics, has the pragmatic sanc­ 
tio n that it has wo rked and sho ws no signs 
o f abating. 
The pro fesso rs may argue 
against it all they w ish, but cars are being 
so ld to the saturatio n po int, and the sam e 
with ev ery thing else. 
On the o ther hand,

An ordiance to raise the sa­ 
laries of the city council, the city 
Should Milt Succeed Ike?

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. UP)— 
How would you feel if your well­ 
loved 
older 
brother 
suddenly 
were stricken ill, and people be­ 
gan to suggest that maybe you 
tvere the man to take over his 
job? 
This is the spot that President 
Milton Eisenhower of Pennsyl­ 
vania State University finds him­ 
self on today. It is an em bar­ 
rassing spot, and not at all to 
his liking. 
With President Ike presumed 
by many to be out of the picture 
as a candidate in 1956, a quiet 
boom has developed in support 
of his younger brother for the 
White House post. 
“ Why not Milton?” is the ques­ 
tion being asked by a number of 
high officeholders as 
well 
as 
ordinary party workers. 
To all such questions Milton 
Eisenhower has responded with 
a frigid, “ No Comment.” 
“ What else could he say?” a 
friend asked, plaintively. ‘If he 
said anything else, 
no 
m atter 
what it was, it would be miscon- 
itrued .” 
His friends here seem to feel 
that any talk of his becoming a 
political candidate next year is 
• t the worst in poor taste and at 


the best ill-timed. 
Although 
Milton 
Eisenhower 
has a record of government ser­ 
vice perhaps unmatched in its 
variety, he has never run for an 
elective office. 
He 
has 
never 
shown a desire to. He isn’t show­ 
ing one now. 
He is a man of deep personal 
and family loyalties. Those near 
him say he has been very lone­ 
ly since the death last year of 
his wife, Helen Eakin Eisenhow­ 
er, in whose memory friends are 
now erecting a campus chapel 
here. The heart attack suffered 
by his idolized 
older 
brother, 
whom he has served as a close 
adviser, has brought him fresh 
concern. 
Ties of mutual admiration knit 
the two men together as much as 
the m ere accident 
of 
kinship. 
President Ike once called Milton 
the sm artest of the Eisenhower 
brothers. In 1953 he told a con­ 
gressm an; 
“ You needn’t sell Milton to me. 
I think he's the greatest man in 
the United States. If it wasn’t 
for his name, he would be in 
a 
high government position.” 
It is the magic of the Eisen­ 
hower name, of 
course, 
that 
partly explains why some poli­ 


ticians are now looking yearn­ 
ingly Milton’s W'ay . 
But he has 
more than 
his 
name to recommend him. Like 
Ike he has the gift of creating 
a happy team around him while 
he lacks Ike’s bonfire grin, he 
has a pleasant personality, and 
ij regarded as a better w riter 
and speaker than his older bro­ 
ther. He also has behind him 
an impressive record in educa­ 
tion, government and business. 
Never interested 
in 
govern­ 
ment service on a purely faction­ 
al level, he has served in high 
„ posts 
under 
every 
President 
from Coolidge to his own broth­ 
er. 
Those posts have qualified him 
as an expert in fields ranging 
from soil conservation to labor- 
m anagem ent disputes, psycholo­ 
gical w arfare to government re­ 
organization, refugee 
work 
to 
international diplomacy. 
Some indicaton of the breadth 
of his accomplishments may be 
gained from the fact that 
the 
current edition of “ Who’s Who 
in A m erica” sums up President 
Ike’s career in 24 lines. But it 
takes 47 lines merely to itemize 
the crowded activities of Presi­ 
dent Milton, who, among other 


things, is a director on two bus­ 
iness firms. 
“ He doesn’t just hold 
an of­ 
fice,” someone once rem arked. 
‘He absorbs it.” 
What does such a m an do for 
fun? A work 
day 
that 
some­ 
times runs to 18 hours a day 
doesn’t leave him much time for 
hobbies, but Milton likes to re­ 
lax by fishing, reading detective 
stories, gardening (hiJ wife once 
rem arked: “He fiddles with the 
flowers, and I raise the veget­ 
ables” ) and playing the piano. 
Milton Eisenhower is 56 years 
old, a highly eligible age for a 
presidential candidate. 
If President 
Ike 
voluntarily 
steps out of the political picture, 
would Milton heed the pleas of 
his new “ discoverers” and step 
in? 
The 
question 
is 
prem ature. 
But 
the 
presidential 
political 
lightning has struck twice in the 
sam e family before in American 
history. It conceivably could a- 
gain. 
But those near Milton Eisen­ 
hower feel sure of one thing. He 
would never consider taking a 
political step without 
at 
least 
the tacit consent 
of 
his 
older 
brother.

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A WEARY RECRUITER 
DR. PHOG ALLEN, veteran University 
of Kansas basketball coach whose volum­ 
inous observations are always newswor­ 
thy, says the system of collegiate athletics 
needs a czar, even if he costs $100,000 a 
year, to clean house and force the colleges 
to obey the rules on athlete recruiting and 
pay. 
With alumni and others demanding vic­ 
tories, and supporting their demands with 
substantial amounts of money, the profes­ 
sional games are cleaner than the college 
games, says Phog. The colleges not only 
pay board, room and tuition but hand out 
folding money and other inducements such 
as motorcars. 
These recruited athletes have to w o r k 
hard for their money and frequently are 
under undue victory pressures. But t h e 
best place to recruit students is at the 
commencement ceremonies, and then for 
reasons of mind more than muscle. 
Phog, of course, has great skill in re­ 
cruiting. He has the knack of reaching into 
distant states for a beanpole basketball 
player when. That can be attributed to 
competition in an unregulated area. But 
Phog apparently would appreciate regula­ 
tion. The pace is getting too fast. 


TO WIPE OUT WAR 
THE UNITED STATES is recalling some 
of its most prominent leaders and heroes 
of World War II to “active duty.” But this 
time they will be put to work devising 
ways to eliminate the need for war heroes 
in the future. 
Such war leaders as Lt. Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith, Gen. James H. Doolittle, 
Gen. Lucian K. Truscott and civilian fig­ 
ures such as Benjamin Fairless and Dr. 
Ernest O. Lawrence has been enlisted to 
study methods of international arms con­ 
trol. 
Who knows better the need for disarma­ 
ment, the horrible results of armament 
races, then the men who had much to do 
with fighting past wars? 
Old warriors who have left loved com­ 
rades dead on the field of battle and lead­ 
ers who have had the awful responsibility 
of ordering boys into combat know the fu­ 
tility of wars. 
The obligation of those who shared the 
burdens of wartime leadership is to try ev­ 
ery reasonable means to make mankind 
see the senselessness of war. A hopeful 
sign if the caliber of men who are accept­ 
ing posts in this program. 


INADEQUATE BRAKES 
SEVERAL instances recently in which 
trucks, careening down steep h i l l s or 
mountainsides, their brakes out of control, 
left dead $nd injured and enormous prop­ 
erty damage in their wake, have resulted in 
demands that behemoths of the highways 
be equipped with dual brake systems. 
It is obvious that dependence on one set 
of brakes is dangerous when vehicles are 
hauling loads of 25 tons or more and are in 
constant use day and night. Two independ­ 
ent sets of brakes would minimize t h e 
danger of runaway trucks, but only — as 
one trucking official points out — if they 
are properly serviced. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


When the Russians speak of disarma­ 
ment, they do not say that immediately af­ 
ter World War II, between 1945-8, the Unit­ 
ed States disarmed and practically dis­ 
mantled its military forces. From 1945 to 
1955, Soviet Russia increased its military 
establishments and those of its satellites. 
The outcry for disarmament therefore has 
an overtone of deception which should not 
be ignored. 
There are, of course, two processes of 
disarmament. Under one, a country unilat­ 
erally does what it chooses to do. That is 
what the United States did between 1945 
and 1948. It wanted to get the boys home 
before the 1948 election and our Govern­ 
ment did precisely that, although it shows 
up now to have been an error of judgment. 
The other process toward disarmament 
is by agreement. Every practical proposal 
in that direction has been wrecked by So­ 
viet Russia. Disarmament by agreement, 
under present conditions, must include in­ 
spection and control and this the Russians 
have rejected. 
For IO years, this subject has been dis­ 
cussed with regard to conventional and un­ 
conventional means of war. Agreement 
could probably be reached as to conven­ 
tional means of war because neither side 
really believes that infantry or battleships 
will be used in World War III. The foot-sol- 
dier’s day is about as far gone as t h e 
lancer’s and the battleship is a sitting-duck 
for the jet-fighter. So, on this s u b j e c t , 
namely the subject of obsolete weapons 
and methods, there probably could be an 
agreement. 
When it comes to atom and hydrogen 
bombs, guided missiles, atmosphere plat­ 
forms, schnorkel and atomic submarines, 
not to mention unmentionable weapons not 
yet reported, little agreement seems pos­ 
sible. President Eisenhower’s dramatic 
proposal for mutual inspection from t h e 
air would disclose very little. The Russian 
counter-proposal of “control posts” would 
disclose less, because what is secret is hid­ 
den underground and is fed with secrecy. 
Yet this also must be said: neither side 
wants World War III or dares risk having 
such a war with the weapons that will be 
used in it. Therefore it is obvious that at 
this moment both sides would like to call a 
halt to the stockpiling of weapons which 
become obsolete the m o m e n t they are 
made and which are consuming the econo­ 
mies of both countries. 
As long as Soviet Russia believed that 
preparation for World War III would bring 
the United States to bankruptcy, the arm a­ 
ment race was sound from a R u s s i a n 
standpoint because it could encompass the 
defeat of the United States without war. 
But the United States has not gone bank­ 
rupt; at worst, it has suffered an inflation 
of between three and four percent a year. 
The inflation has not been destructive. 
In fact, the United States is enjoying a 
prosperity part of which is due to war ex­ 
penditures. Such a prosperity, while not 
sound economics, has the pragmatic sanc­ 
tion that it has worked and shows no signs 
of abating. The professors may argue 
against it all they wish, but cars are being 
sold to the saturation point, and the same ' 
with everything else. 
On the other hand, the Russians have 
been caught in an inability to move from 
socialism to communism because of t h e 
arms race. They cannot, for instance, pro­ 
vide enough consumers’ goods for t h e i r 
people and they cannot satisfy the de­ 
mands of the peasants for household goods 
because their factories are busy turning 
out war goods.

Excess poundage not only looks 
bad; it la bad. Fat persons, in 
general, neither feel as well nor 
live as long as persons of normal 
weight. T hat’s why I urge those 
of you who are overweight to be­ 
gin slimming down at once, pro­ 
viding, of course, th at your per­ 
sonal physician does not advise 
against It. 
Ere ess Weight Hazardous 
How does excess weight affect 
your health? Let me give you one 
example of ho\v it can be a hazard. 
Every pound of fat, according 
to estimate, contains 4,500 feet of 
blood vessels — th at’s nearly a 
mile of them. So lf you have 30 
rounds of fat, your heart—in ad­ 
dition to its regular work—must 
pump blood through some 25 
miles cf extra blood vessels every 
5/Gths of a second That's a pretty 


great strain, even for a normal 
heart. 
Lost Efficiency 
This extra work, year after 
year, eventually is going to cause 
your heart to lose some of Its effi­ 
ciency. Then every other organ 
in your body suffers, because It 
fails to get its full quota of oxy­ 
gen-carrying blood.

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. UB- 
How would you feel if your well­ 
loved 
older 
brother 
suddenly 
were stricken ill, and people be­ 
gan to suggest that maybe you 
were the man to take over his 
job? 
This is the spot that President 
Milton Eisenhower of Pennsyl­ 
vania State University finds him­ 
self on today. It is an embar­ 
rassing spot, and not at all to 
bis liking. 
W’ith President Ike presumed 
by many to be out of the picture 
as a candidate in 1956, a quiet 
boom has developed in support 
of his younger brother for the 
White House post. 
“ Why not Milton?” is the ques­ 
tion being asked by a number of 
high officeholders as 
well 
as 
ordinary party workers. 
To all such questions Milton 
Eisenhower has responded with 
a frigid, “ No Comment.” 
“ What else could he say?” a 
friend asked, plaintively. ‘If he 
•aid anything else, 
no matter 
what it was, it would be miscon- 
•trued.” 
His friends here seem to feel 
that any talk of his becoming a 
political candidate next year is 
At tho worst in poor taste and at 


the best ill-timed. 
Although 
Milton 
Eisenhower 
h?s a record of government ser­ 
vice perhaps unmatched in its 
variety, he has never run for an 
elective office. 
He 
has 
never 
shown a desire to. He isn’t show­ 
ing one now. 
He is a man of deep personal 
and family loyalties. Those near 
him say he has been very lone­ 
ly since the death last year of 
his wife, Helen Eakin Eisenhow­ 
er, in whose memory friends are 
now erecting a campus chapel 
here. The heart attack suffered 
by his idolized 
older 
brother, 
whom he has served as a close 
adviser, has brought him fresh 
concern. 
Ties of mutual admiration knit 
the two men together as much as 
the mere accident 
of 
kinship. 
President Ike once called Milton 
the smartest of the Eisenhower 
brothers. In 1953 he told a con­ 
gressman: 
“ You needn’t sell Milton to me. 
I think he's the greatest man in 
the United States, If it wasn’t 
for his name, he would be in a 
high government position.” 
It is the magic of the Eisen­ 
hower name, of 
course, 
that 
partly explains why some poli­ 


ticians are now looking yearn­ 
ingly Milton’s way. 
But he has 
more than 
his 
name to recommend him. Like 
Ike he has the gift of creating 
a happy team around him while 
he lacks Ike’s bonfire grin, he 
has a pleasant personality, and 
b regarded as a better writer 
and speaker than his older bro­ 
ther. He also has behind him 
an impressive record in educa­ 
tion, government and business. 
Never interested 
in 
govern­ 
ment service on a purely faction­ 
al level, he has served in high 
. posts 
under 
every 
President 
from Coolidge to his own broth­ 
er. 
Those posts have qualified him 
as an expert in fields ranging 
from soil conservation to labor- 
management disputes, psycholo­ 
gical warfare to government re­ 
organization, refugee 
work 
to 
international diplomacy. 
Some indicaton of the breadth 
of his accomplishments may be 
gained from the fact that the 
current edition of “ Who’s Who 
in America” sums up President 
Ike’s career in 24 lines. But it 
takes 47 lines merely to itemize 
the crowded activities of Presi­ 
dent Milton, who, among other 


things, is a director on two bus­ 
iness firms. 
“ He doesn’t just hold an of­ 
fice,” someone once remarked. 
’Ile absorbs it.” 
What does such a man do for 
fun? A work 
day 
that some­ 
times runs to 18 hours a day 
doesn’t leave him much time for 
hobbies, but Milton likes to re­ 
lax by fishing, reading detective 
stories, gardening (hiJ wife once 
remarked: “ He fiddles with the 
flowers, and I raise the veget­ 
ables” ) and playing the piano. 
Milton Eisenhower is 56 years 
old, a highly eligible age for a 
presidential candidate. 
If President 
Ike 
voluntarily 
steps out of the political picture, 
would Milton heed the pleas of 
his new “discoverers” and step 
in? 
The 
question 
is 
premature. 
But 
the 
presidential 
political 
lightning has struck twice in the 
same family before in American 
history. It conceivably could a- 
gain. 
But those near Milton Eisen­ 
hower feel sure of one thing. He 
would never consider taking a 
political step without 
at 
least 
the tacit consent of 
his older 
brother.

"Children 
after the age o f fiv e w*ere allo wed 
to be p resent at the serv ices, and 
all abo v e 13 y ears o f age were 
ex p ected to attend." 
I hav e q u o ted" this descrip tio n 
fro m Dr. Tho mas M. Lindsay ’s 
co mmentary o n St. Lu ke, as re­ 
p rinted by Dr. Wilbu r Smith in 
Pelo ub et’s No tes, so the p u p ils 
can p erhap s v isu alize the scene 
when Jesu s went into the sy na­ 
go gu e. Dr. Lindsay fu rther say s 


o u t o f His mo u th. And they said, 
Is no t this Jo sep h’s so n?" 
Seeing their amazement Jesu s 
said, "No p ro p het is accep ted in 
his o wn co u ntry ." 
Fo r His nex t say ings the p eo ­ 
p le wax ed fu rio u s, as He referred 
to the fact that when a famine 
was in the land in Elijah’s day , he 
was sent to a wido w o f Sido n fo r 
relief. Also when there were many 
lep ers in Israel in Elisha’s day , 
no ne was healed sav e Naaman, a 
Sy rian, no t an Israelite. 
The p eo p le thru st Him o u t o f 
the sy nago gu e then and led Him 
to the bro w o f a hill, intending to 
cast Him do wn, bu t He p assed 
thro u gh their midst and went to 
Cap ernau m. 
In this city He p reached with 
p o wer, asto nishing all who heard 
Him. A man p o ssessed o f "an u n­ 
clean dev il” w’as p resent and Jesu s 
cast the to rmento r o u t After this 
His fame sp read. 
Fro m there Jesu s w'ent to the 
ho me o f Simo n Peter, finding his 
wife's mo ther ill with a fev er. He 
rebu ked the fev er, which left her 
immediately , and she aro se and 
"ministered u nto them." Later, as

IN OUR last lesson we studied 
Jesus in the wilderness tempted 
by Satan. Today we learn of His 
announcement of His mission in 
the world. He had chosen the 
town of Nazareth where He had 
been brought up, to proclaim His 
ministry. 
We may w o n d e r w hat the 
townspeople of Nazareth thought 
when they saw Jesus enter the 
synagogue, which probably was 
in Jesus’ time a simple structure 
of “rectangular walls and a por­ 
tico.” 
Men and women sat apart, and 
the furniture consisted of an ark 
or chest for the rolls of Scripture, 
and a reading desk. “Children 
after the age of five were allowed 
to be present at the services, and 
all above 13 years of age were 
expected to attend.” 
I have quoted this description 
from Dr. Thomas M. Lindsay’s 
commentary on St. Luke, as re­ 
printed by Dr. Wilbur Smith in 
Peloubet’s Notes, so the pupils 
can perhaps visualize the scene 
when Jesus went into the syna­ 
gogue. Dr. Lindsay further says 


out of His mouth. And they said, 
Is not this Joseph's son?” 
Seeing their amazement Jesus 
said, “No prophet is accepted in 
his own country.” 
For His next sayings the peo­ 
ple waxed furious, as He referred 
to the fact that when a famine 
was in the land in Elijah's day, he 
was sent to a widow of Sidon for 
relief. Also when there were many 
lepers in Israel in Elisha's day, 
none was healed save Naam&n, a 
Syrian, not an Israelite. 
The people thrust Him out of 
the synagogue then and led Him 
to the brow of a hill, intending to 
cast Him down, but He passed 
through their midst and went to 
Capernaum. 
In this city He preached with 
power, astonishing all who heard 
Him. A man possessed of “an un­ 
clean devil” was present and Jesus 
cast the tormentor o u t After this 
His fame spread. 
From there Jesus went to the 
home of Simon Peter, finding his 
wife’s mother ill with a fever. He 
rebuked the fever, which left her 
immediately, and she arose and 
•‘ministered unto them.” Later, as 
the sun was setting, many people

So our Lord began His min­ 
istry—a ministry that has never 
been equaled—nor could be—by 
mortal man. Many thousands of 
devout men and women have, 
however, followed in His foot­ 
steps in our own country and 
many other regions of the world 
to bring His word to those who 
are in dire need of the Message 
of Hope and Redemption that He 
taught. Thank God for them. 
Even the smallest children in 
the class may be taught to see the 
tender nature of our Lord in help­ 
ing others, regardless of Himself, 
and of His courage in saying what 
He thought, even when it enraged 
many. Teach them to try, in their 
small ways, to emulate Jesus in 
loving helpfulness, and the lesson 
will be remembered all their lives.

Clark Griffith 
Dies Quietly 
At Age Of 85 


WASHINGTON UP — Clark Grif­ 
fith , on e of th e greatest figures in 
th e h istory of baseball, died last 
n igh t at th e age of 8 5. 
Summin g up th e career of th e 
man h e called “Un k,” Calv in Grif­ 
fith observ ed today ; 
“Th e old man liv ed an ex citin g 
life an d h e lov ed ev ery min ute of 
it. He h ad a won derful life an d a 
peaceful death . No man could ask 
for more.” 
Calv in , on e of sev en y oun gsters 
raised by Griffith an d h is wife, is 
n ow' h eir-apparen t to th e Wash in g­ 
ton Sen ators, th e club of wh ich 
th e elder Griffith h ad been presi­ 
den t sin ce 1919. 
Few men h av e h ad as sign ifican t: 
a role in th e dev elopmen t of th e 
n ation al sport. Griffith h elped or-j 
gan ize th e American League at th e 
turn of th e cen tury an d gav e it 
added stature by lurin g th e Presi­ 
den t of th e Un ited States to th row 
out th e first pitch in 1912.

WASHINGTON UP) — C lark G rif­ 
fith, one of the greatest figures in 
the history of baseball, died last 
night at the age of 85. 
Summing up the career of the 
m an he caUed “ Unk,” Calvin Grif­ 
fith observed today: 
“ The old man lived an exciting 
life and he loved every m inute of 
it. He had a wonderful life and al 
peaceful death. No m an could ask 
for m ore.” 
Calvin, one of seven youngsters 
raised by Griffith and his wife, is 
now heir-apparent to the W ashing-) 
ton Senators, the club 
of 
which 
the elder Griffith had been presi­ 
dent since 1919. 
Few men have had as significant 
a role in the developm ent of the 
national sport. Griffith helped or- i 
ganize the American League at the 
turn of the century and gave it 
added stature by luring the P resi­ 
dent of the United States to throw 
out the first pitch in 1912. 
They called Griff “ The Old Fox’’ 
I because of his cute antics as a 
pitcher before the turn of the cen­ 
tury. And tho nam e stuck through 
a series of m aneuvers and deals 
j that earned the Senators a prom ­ 
inent role in the A m erican League 
for many years despite a dearth 
of big money.
